The  Totnes  Kural  District  is  not  adequately  supplied  i 

iwith  water,  there  being  numerous  sniall  schemes,  some  oi  ' 

which  have  given  trouble  .during  the  year  both  as  regards  I 

quality  and  quantity.  Host  of  the  supplies  have  analysed  | 

both  chemically  and  bacteriologically ,  the  results  being  ; 

given  under  the  various  parish  headings#  '

scheaie  will  eventually  supply  the  parishes  West  of  the 
hiver  Dart,  the  parishes  tsast  of  the  Hiver  will  be  supplied 
from  the  Paignton  U.D.C.  Mains.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that,  in  general,-  the  supply 
of  water  in  the  Kural  istrict  is  far  from  satisfactory.  The  Council 
are  fully  aware  of  the  position  and  are  anxious  that  improvements  be 
carried  out  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.  ^
